It ate his fish 
and failed to stay away after Morales 
had kicked it out. 
Oliver resented 
what he considered abuse of his pet. 
The two men hid a quarrel over the 
cat, and threats to kill were made by 
Oliver. 
One evening, the night of November 
6, there was a rifle shot, and Morales 
ran into the yard of the Carroll cottage 
and cried out that BilPOliver had shot 
him. The bullet had cut an artery in 
Morales’ arm and he bled to death. 
Oliver admitted to one of the neigh­ 
bors that he had shot Morales. Before 
Under Sheriff Iman and the city mar­ 
shal of Seal Beadh arrived, Oliver had 
disappeared in the darkness. 
Morales had been cooking his sup­ 
per when Oliver with an old-fashioned 
rifle fired upon him. 
He la Arrested 
Like a wild animal of the night. 
Oliver mhde his way across country 
to the home of a friend who lives at 
the Anaheim dumping ground east of 
Anaheim. There he got breakfast, an* 
continued on his way, his friend still 
unaware of the shooting that had oc­ 
curred. 
Three or four weeks later Oliver re­ 
turned to the dumping ground. 
His 
friend sent word fo the sheriff, and 
Oliver waa taken into custody without 
a struggle. Whether or not he would 
have fought had he had a chance is 
not known. Under Sheriff Iman and 
Deputy Fowler were upon him before 
he knew they were near. He said he 
I had been at Elsinore chopping wood. 
Oliver never denied the shooting of

couth individual, possibly more used 
to huts and wayside camps than to nap­ 
kins and tablecloths.

Johnson outlined this policy as fol­ 
lows: 
Bring home American soldiers. 
Restore our own democracy. 
Restore free expression. 
Get American business into its nor- 
mal channels. 
Let American life, social and eco­ 
nomic, bs American again. 
Johnson summed this all up in the 
words: 
“It is tim# for an American policy.** 
He took issue with Senator Lodge, 
Republican leader, on the recently an­ 
nounced foreign policy which by vir­ 
tue of Lodge’s position has since been 
construed aa the party’s policy. 
“I am quite aware,” said Johnson, 
“that there exibt two distinct lines of 
policy for our country to pursue in the 
near future. In the senate the line of 
demarcation between these policies is 
becoming increasingly plain. 
“Recently the Republican leader 
stated with clarity and precision his 
views of our future policy. 
“There is but one conclusion from 
the language used. That is that after 
the creation of the sixteen nations the 
duty devolves on the United States, in 
part at least, to maintain order in 
these nations with American soldiers. 
Lodge had advocated independence of 
six Russian Baltic t>rovinces and in ad­ 
dition the formation of new states in 
Germany and Austria. 
“I will not subscribe to this doc­ 
trine.” Johnson said. "I will not for 
one instant concede that it is the duty 
of this republic to maintain order in a 
treo-Slav or Ccecho-Slovak or any 
other new state. I am opposed to 
American bqjrs policing Europe 
and 
quelling riots in every new nation’s 
back yard.”

tim e at their coat, plus three per cen t 
in terest, 
lf held for the full period 
the stam ps draw in te re st at the ra te 
of 4*4 per cent, compounded quarterly. 
In o rder to gu ard against unscrupu­ 
lous persons buying them up at less 
th an th eir value the governm ent has 
issued an order d irectin g all postm ast­ 
ers not to pay certificates on which 
th e nam es of tile ow ners have not 
been en tered , or have been erased or 
changed.

protect entirely against the undesir­ 
able alien, because, as the New York 
Times points out, “Aliens who come 
here for the purpose of destroying our 
Government and wrecking our institu­ 
tions do not announce their purpose 
through a megaphone at Ellis Island 
or Castle Garden.” 
Any bill which handles the subject 
should include the deportation of those 
found guilty of such harmful acts or 
intentions in days to come.

hands, and they surely are not more 
desirable in that state than before im­ 
prisonment.

is seen in his true relations as an essential part of 
the whole, whose life must be made to serve the 
larger and continuing life of the whole. 
Therefore. 
it is that the men who are not willing to die, in a 
war for a great cause, are not worthy to live. 
There­ 
fore it is that man and woman, who in peace time 
fear or ignore the primary and vital duties and the 
high happiness of family life, who dare not beget 
and beafr and rear the life that is to last when they 
are in their graves, have broken the chain of creation, 
and have shown that they are unfit for companion­ 
ship with the souls ready for the great adventure.

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Work of California Organiza­ 
tion Lauded By Leader of 
Farm Advisors 


The transition from war-time to 
peaoe-time activities of the California 
Farm Bureaus Ie now well under way 
and the people of the varioue center# 
ehould be consulted ae to the work 
they with to see accomplished during 
th* coming year, B. H. Crocheron, 
•tate leader of farm advisors, told di­ 
rectors of the Orange County Farm 
Bureau at their monthly meeting held 
Friday afternoon. 
Mr. Crocheron is touring the state 
addressing the bureau directors’ m eet­ 
ings and left last evening for San 
Diego. 
He was accompanied here by 
W. R. Ralston, assistant state leader 
of boys’ agricultural clubs in Southern 
•California, who stated several clubs 
would be formed in Orange county in 
the near future and urged the direct­ 
ors’ co-operation. 
“The California Farm Bureaus have 
perform ed a great national service in 
developing food production during the 
war,” said Crocheron, addressing th! 
m eeting in the Farm Advisor’s room. 
They have met every request of tho 
Federal G overnm ent 
It is stated that 
nowhere have the farm ers given bet­ 
te r response to the food production 
program of the Governm ent than in 
California. 
The work of the twenty 
thousand members of the farm bu­ 
reaus organized in thirty-five counties 
has been an inspiration to everyone 
who has come in contact with them. 
“But now th at the crisis is past, the 
farm bureaus are preparing to return 
to a peace-time program which will be 
directed mainly tow ard local commun­ 
ity 
and 
individual 
Improvement, 
w hereas during the war, their efforts 
w ere aimed purely to the assistance 
of national affairs. 
It is now purposed 
to turn back to th e original plan of 
work whereby the farm bureaus devel­ 
oped their own plans and projects In­ 
dependently of Governm ent or State 
assistance. 
“The farm bureaus are directed by 
their own officers and no State or pub­ 
lic official has any integral connection 
therew ith. 
From tim e to tim e they 
request advice from th e officers of the 
College of Agriculture or Federal De­ 
partm ent of A griculture, but this ad­ 
vice should not be m istaken for direc­ 
tion or dictation. 
No official seeks to 
dictate to the farm bureaus or pre­ 
scribe w hat they shall do. 
The Agri­ 
cultural College in prom oting the farm 
bureau, very carefully planned an or­ 
ganization which should be wholly in­ 
dependent and which should build up 
am ong the farm ers a wide-spread pub­ 
lic-spirited rural organization which 
would act as a clearing house and a 
prom oter of the best plans for the im­ 
provem ent of rural conditions, for the 
betterm ent of agricultural practices 
and for th e developm ent of American 
civilization In the open country. 
“The county farm advisor is entirely 
separate from the farm bureau. 
H e is 
the Government agent placed in the 
county to carry to th e county and es­ 
pecially to the farm bureau, the best 
developments of S tate A gricultural 
Experim ent Stations and the Federal 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. It is per­ 
fectly conceivable th a t the farm bu­ 
reau m ight take up work in which the 
farm advisor would have no part. 
It 
is also perfectly possible for the farm 
advisors to be working on certain 
plans which are only of interest to the 
governm ent authorities and in which 
the farm bureau does not co-operate. 
It Is expected, however, th at in gener­ 
al m ost of the work undertaken will 
prove to be of such character th a t the 
farm bureaus and farm advhwra will 
co-operate together therein for th e bet­ 
term ent of the farm ing community. 
“During the reconstruction period I 
look for a great developm ent of the 
farm bureaus in California. They are 
already th e largest rural organization 
w est of th e Rockies. 
During the next 
few years they will have a still larger 
growth. 
“I urge upon the directors Of farm 
bureaus in California a speedy consid­ 
eration of the desires and plans to the 
people in the form bureau centers; 
th a t is. I believe the farm bureaus in 
the state should go back to the people 
in the farm bureau centers and ask 
them w hat they wish to see accomp­ 
lished during this forthcom ing year. 
I believe th at the farm bureau's pro­ 
gram of work should be based prim ar­ 
ily upon the desires and interests of 
the people of the several communities 
who should he given every opportun­ 
ity to voice their wishes.”

Rural Development 
For Soldier Boys 


In 
an 
article 
by 
Elwood 
Mead, of California, a member of 
the Land Settlem ent Board, and 
a ls! an engineer of the U. S. Rec­ 
lam ation Service, prefacing a reci­ 
tation of w hat other nations are 
doing in preparing for land set­ 
tlem ent by soldiers, Mr. Mead re­ 
lates California's experience with 
the problem. This is a big nation­ 
a l movement in tohich California 
has had the honor of again lead­ 
ing, and Mr. Mead’s slant on our 
accom plishments, our needs and 
our responsibilities to returning 
soldiers, is interesting 
and 
in­ 
structive. 
H e says: 
“Before the end of the first year 
of the w ar some of the nations 
engaged were studying how they 
could best provide farm s for re­ 
turning soldiers who had a liking 
for rural life and w ere fitted for 
it. 
Before the end, Russia had 
left th e w ar a t the front to fight 
for land a t the rear/ 
“The letter of Secretary Lane 
calling attention to the need for 
early action in this country re­ 
flected the hopes and aesires of 
thousands 
of young 
American 
soldiers. I say this because of ex­ 
perience gained as chairm an of 
the State Land Settlem ent Board 
of California and letters from sol­ 
diers asking if its opportunities 
would he open to them when the 
w ar ended. 
“The legislature ,of that state 
had two years ago created a Land 
Settlem ent Board and gave it mon­ 
ey and authority to buy, subdivide, 
^nd sell th e land in small improved 
farm s to settlers on long-time pay­ 
m ents w ith a low rate of interest. 
It was not a war measure. On the 
contrary, it was simply an endeav­ 


or to create broader opportunities 
for poor m ea to become owners of 
the land they cultivated and to 
m ake form ) life more attractive 
and prosperous. 
“T he dem onstration has been a 
com plete success as a peace meas­ 
ure, but I only speak 
of it be­ 
cause of thro light it throws on 
one of the nation's war needs. 
"The lands were allotted to set­ 
tlers last Jln e . Four fathers of 
boys In our army applied for 
farm s, not for themselves, but to 
be turned over to their sons when 
they return. Another tract of land 
will be settled the last of this 
m onth. 
One father writes: 
'I 
have three sons fighting In France. 
They all w ant to be farmers. Isn’t 
there some way by which I can 
apply for one farm for myself and 
another for my oldest boy? 
The 
four of us will work the two farm s 
together.’ A student of the State 
College of Agriculture, now over­ 
seas, writes 
to 
reserve him a 
farm. 
W hen I left California in 
O ctober a large percentage of the 
farm s in this new settlem ent had 
been applied for by the fathers of 
soldiers on the fighting front, and 
the A ttorney General 
had 
been 
asked how 
far 
the 
settlem ent 
board could go in giving soldiers a 
preference. 
There are tens 
of 
thousands of just such young men 
in the American army. 
They are 
ideal m aterial to help build up a 
new and better rural life, to create 
farm s th a t will, first of all, be 
homes and good citizens, and com­ 
m unities that will be reservoirs of 
patriotism . W hat are we going to 
do to help them ? Are we to turn 
them adrift? 
The 
example 
of 
other countries makes this un­ 
thinkable.”

and practical 
operation 
of 
tractors and fanning m achinery will 
be given. 
The first tw o w eeks of the course 
will he given in the Independent Ga­ 
rage, horner of Second and Bush sts. 
w here the engines and other equip­ 
m ent will be placed. 
T he last week 
will be given up to operating various 
kinds of tractors in the field and hand­ 
ling plows behind them. 
Both the gas engines and tractor in­ 
struction will be in charge of experts. 
The day classes will m eet daily except 
Saturday for six hours instruction. 
N ight classes will be organized to 
m eet three or five nights a week ac­ 
cording to the desire of the students. 
The night classes will operate tractors 
the last week from 3:30 to 6:00.

“During tile period since we Entered 
the war, the farmers of the nation 
have responded magnificently to the 
appeals for increased production and 
all the people have complied with the 
urgent requests for fuller conserva­ 
tion.

of Agriculture to act as the farm ers’ 
agent for that purpose, money to 
cover the cost of the fertilizer except 
the freight charge. 
In practically 
every case the money will be paid to 
a County Nitrate Distributor designat­ 
ed by the Department of Agriculture. 
Nitrate will be shipped to distributors 
on sight draft lading, collect money 
from farmers and distribute nitrate 
to farmers. Arrangements have been

sioner power to abate such nuisance 
when found. 
Most satisfactory results in

A system of frost insurance to pro­ 
tect citrus 
growers 
of 
California 
against occasional losses from frost 
is provided for in a bill which 
has 
been introduced into the legislature 
by Senator King of Redlands. 
King said the bill provided a plan 
to qpable growers to obtain sufficient 
money to fertilize, cultivate and prune 
their groves in preparation for a new 
crop after they had suffered losses 
from frost. Frequently when growers 
lose their crop they lack money to 
prepare for another, he 
said, 
and 
face the loss of their whole 
invest­ 
ment. 
Under the plan provided for in the 
bill county 
supervisors 
in 
various 
counties would be authorized to form 
frost insurance districts and instruct 
the county assessor to tax all bearing 
groves not to exceed five 
cents 
on 
each $100 valuation. It would fix the 
maximum amount a grower might ob­ 
tain at $100 per acre, and would pro­ 
vide that in case of extensive frost 
damage which threatened to deplete 
the fund, the money would be divided 
pro rata. 
The fund would be placed 
in the state treasury and would be 
collected the same as taxes. The su­ 
pervisors would be authorized to ap­ 
point a frost Inspector to be paid $5 
;a day during the actual time he was 
J employed.

OVaux Champagne 


The 71st wanted to push the Ger­ 
mans bark to the river on their front. 
At 4:30 p. rn. the barrage started. 
I 
was on a hill 
at 
Vaux Champagne, 
which was our P. O.. 
Cur artillery 
helped, in fact artillery everywhere 
that had the range concentrated on the 
Germ#*: lire ahead of the 71st. There 
was the continual roll o fthe heavies 
and the pop of the 75’s, one of which 
seemed just in back of me. The com­ 
ing darkness accentuated the flash of 
the guns 
The airplanes came out and 
their machine guns and the shrapnel 
of the anti-aircraft guns joined in. It 
was a merry mad time. 
I could look 
down on the German front and see 
what the bursting shells were doing. 
You could not imagine anyone could 
live under them. 
Yet when the boys 
went over there "were Germans alive. 
They took more than IOO of them pris­ 
oners. 
The whole thing was carried 
off so well that the 71st lost only 14 
men killed, though the German artil­ 
lery came back strong. 
Artillery sounds bad and looks bad, 
yet many can live under the worst of 
it—I know from experience. On Sun­ 
day. October 13, my regiment took 
Givry. 
The Germans had retired be­ 
hind the river and were waiting for us 
—with their artillery and machine 
guns—also snipers. 
Approaching the 
river the ground was like thia: 
% 
(ridge) (hollow) 
(ridge) (hollow) 


One went over one ridge only to see 
a new skyline a short distance ahead. 
Our men, delayed at wide intervals, 
marched straight ahead, the line look­ 
ing wonderfully well on the skyline— 
no man hesitating. The artillery open­ 
ed up in force about 9 o’clock, and It 
was 4 o’clock before we rescued the 
river. 
Above the beads of the men 
the shrapnel broke in white clouds: at 
their feet the high explosive shells ex­ 
ploded in black clouds. As we came 
near the river the machine guns put 
their music into the thing. My estimate 
was that many were being killed—hun 
dreda of our men. 
Yet a count later 
showed less than 
half 
a 
hundred 
killed and only a few hundred wound­ 
ed. 
The river reached, the men dug in— 
darkness came—things became rela­ 
tively quiet, only an occasional shell 
dropping. 
But some of tho shells had gas— 
which in semi-open warfare is like the 
mosquito that occasionally 
gets 
a 
porch-sitter on bis ankle of summer 
evenings—it’s a bother. There is the 
need of putting on a mask, sniffing the 
outside air now and then and taking 
the mask off to await the next bit of 
the gas. 
France, they say. is giving President 
Wilson a big demonstration. Officers 
returning from Paris say his arrival 
there was an occasion for more noise 
and crowd than came with the signing 
of the armistice. 
The big talk among our men is 
“going back.” But we get only rumors. 
Meanwhile we are not idle. My work 
is as lasting as ever it wa*—but I 
have a good, comfortable room, an 
open firs with plenty of wood—and at 
uifcht our lights burn without tbs ne-^ 


cessity of our keeping our ears lifted 
for the hum of a German plane. 
I suppose you are helping make the 
laws of California now. And the influ­ 
enza has parsed—you can see Charily 
Chaplin again. I have not seen a movie 
since I left the United States. The 
towns of France don’t 
have such 
things. 
We are not laying many plans for 
Christmas. Some of the companies are 
preparing to give the boys and girls, 
refugees and French, the treat of an 
American Christmas tree, down in the 
center of the village—lights and pres­ 
ents. But Tanlay has a Marquis and I 
suppose he will he the Santa Claus to 
the poor here. It is said he owns the 
town.

BULLET HIT 


Luckily S. A. Aviator Was 
Thrown From Burning Ma­ 
chine As It Overturned 


Miraculously escaping all but one of 
the bullets of seven German airplanes 
which attacked him high in the air, 
Lieutenant Herbert Kendall of Santa 
Ana had another miraculous escape 
when his machine, which had been set 
fire by Hun bullets, overturned as it 
struck the ground inside the German 
lines, throwing Kendall clear of the 
wreckage in which he would undoubt­ 
edly have been burned except that the 
straps holding him in his seat broke. ■ 
Kendall's right thigh was pierced by a 
Ge-man machine gun bullet, which has 
kept him in a hospital, first in charge 
of Germans and later under American 
control. 
The main leg nerve w as 
bruised, causing Kendall to lose con­ 
trol of his right foot, and he may be 
lame for a year. 
All this information, the first details 
received of the mishap which put the 
local man in a German hospital three 
months ago, ie contained In a letter 
just received by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. 8. Kendall. 
The letter reads ae follows: 
I am still In a hospital over h ere 
getting the best of care. 
As far as I know now, I will 
eith er be sent to another hospital 
fu rth er south In F rance or to the 
coast to aw ait my turn in crossing 
to th e U. S. 
W hy am I still in a hospital—you 
a re asking? T hat. I hope, will not 
be difficult to explain. 
I w as shot in the right thigh— 
and the bullet—though it did not 
sever the m ain 
leg 
nerve— did 
bruise it quite badly, thus caus­ 
ing me to lose control of the foot. 
T he wound itself is now practi­ 
cally well, but I have as yet not 
regained control of th e foot. The 
doctor says it is 
a 
very 
slow 
process—a m atter of m onths per­ 
haps. 
He says I m ay be a little 
lam e for a year. 
I am no longer confined to my 
bed. but have the use of ar. arm ­ 
ch air and also am beginning to use 
crutches. 
I will try and tell you w hat hap­ 
pened since you last received a 
le tte r from me. O ctober 18, 1918. 
On the m orning of O ctober 211 
w ent out on patrol 
w ith 
three 
o th er m achines. 
My engine was w orking very 
poorly, bul I thought it would pick 
up all right. 
W e had not been over the lines 
very long when seven Boche m a­ 
chines attacked us. 
My m otor by 
this tim e was hardly able to keep 
me up. and I would have gane back 
to our own lines if the Boches had 
not appeared. 
As it was, we all 
started to clim b into the sun in 
o rd er to get on the sam e altitude 
w ith them . 
In a few m om ents my m otor 
w ent dead and all I could do was to 
try and glide back to our own 
lines. 
Howeve-, the Boches seemed to 
think that one sure man was bet­ 
ter than a fight with four, so tbs 
whole seven came down on me. 
I succeeded in keeping out of 
range by diving straight gown un­ 
til the time came to leave off. and 
then of eouree they got In range. 
The bullets cam e pretty thick 
and the machine w as set on fire, 
but I wa* only hit once. I no more 
than got the w heels on the ground 
than over I turned, having hit a 
shell hole, brush or something of 
the so-t. Luckily for me the straps 
broke and I w as thrown clear of 
the burning machine. 
Immediately a bunch of Germans 
gathered 
around 
and 
some 
of 
them — Red Cross men—started to 
bandage me up. 
I w as surprised at 
their treatm ent as I had already 


heard that the German infantry 
finish up aviators in quick ordsr. 
A fter visiting several first-aid sta ­ 
tions. and w aiting my tu rn th ree 
days a t a rail head, I •finally ar­ 
rived at a base hospital five days 
a fte r I w as captured. 
I remained 
th ere until th e third of December, 
w hen I w as sent back to France. 
Quite some experience I think, 
don’t you? 
I find it quite a task to w rite yet 
—just enough feeling in my leg to 
m ake it hard to keep still. 
Please 
don’t 
w orry—because 
things could not be com ing along 
any b e tte r th an they are.
